Major General George Crook, com­ 
mander of the Department of the Mis­ 
souri, dropped dead in the Grand Peoifie 
hotel at 7:45 o’olook this morning. Heart 
failure is supposed to be the cause of 
bis death. Mrs. Crook was in the room 
at the time, bat did notheer bim speak a 
word or give any sign of warning before 
he fell. 
General Crook was 62 years old, and 
wee graduated from West Point in 1862. 
He was a noted Indian fighter before the 
civil war broke oat, and daring the re­ 
bellion he was in a score or more of bat­ 
tles and did excellent service at Booth 
Mountain and Antiatom. He was bre­ 
vetted a major general for bu gallantry at 
Fisher’s Hill, Virginia. 


Detroit, Mich., March 21.—A cable­ 
gram to tho Journal predicts th at the 
resignation of Bismarck will result In a 
war between France and Germany.

Tho 
casual observer is liable to promptly say 
Germany.

LEPROSY IN NEW BRUNSW ICK. 


Necessity o f 
Legislation 
to 
Assist 
iii 
Stamping Out the Disease. 
Ottaw a, Ont., March 21.—A very in­ 
teresting report on the leprosy lazaretto 
at Tracadie, N. B., lias been presented 
to the government by Dr. A. C. Smith, 
the visiting physician of that institu­ 
tion. 
He reports twenty persons suffer­ 
ing from leprosy now in the lazaretto, 
five new cases having been admitted 
since his last roport aud three deaths 
hiving occurred during the year. 
Leprosy, ho says, is dying out in T ra­ 
cadie, but as cases were reported appear­ 
ing in the neighboring districts Dr. 
Smith made a special tour of inspection, 
which resulted in his finding a focus of 
the disease between Caraquett and Ship- 
pegan, and ho traced from this central 
point several cases to other settlements. 
He strongly urges permanent measures of 
segregation as the only means of stamp­ 
ing out this loathsome disease.

The “Tagblntt” Vouches for tho Now Chan­ 
cellor’s Behavior. 
B e r lin , March 21.—The Tagblatt says 
that Gen. von Caprivl, the new Chancel 
lor, WMH inaugurate a system of thorough 
and salutary changes, but will follow the 
peaceful traditions established by Prince 
Bismarck. 
Von Caprivi descends from the Monte 
cuculis, a very ancient family of Mo­ 
dena, settled in Germany. 
His father 
was a brave soldier, and his grandfather 
was killed in the battle of Leipsic. The 
new Chancellor was born In February, 
1831, at Berlin, and entered the army in 
1849. 
The army list gives his record a9 
follows: April I, 1849, in the Kaiser 
Franz Garde grenadier regiment; second 
lieutenant, 
1850; premier lieutenant 
1859; major on the great general staff, 
1806; commander Infantry brigade in 
Stettin, 1878; commander of the guards 
in Berlin, 1883; lieutenant-general and 
commander of Metz, 1882; commander 
of Hanover, 1881: chief of the admiral­ 
ty, 1883, and now Relchskanzler o< the 
empire, 1890. 
Curiously enough, like Count Taaffa, 
the Austrian premier, Von Caprivi is 
largely of Irish blood. He Is a direct de* 
scendent of the Spanish O’Donnels, and 
is a relative on his mother’s side of Mar­ 
shal M&cMahon, late President of th* 
French republic.

Viewed from the lofty standpoint of 
the New York Hodcarriers’ Union, 
considered from the hall of the Phila­ 
delphia Billposters' Protective Associ­ 
ation, the prairie farm er is simply a 
clodhopper, says R. Welch, in the For­ 
um. He is a man who decides to have 
corn, wheat, and potatoes, instead of wild 
grass, grow on a certain piece of land, 
and plants the seed that will produce 
them. 
In point of fact, more knowl­ 
edge and skill are requisite for prose­ 
cuting his craft than that of any city 
artisan. 
It requires more skill to 
handle a plow than a trowel. 
It is 
more difficult to manage a reaping 
machine than a machine that turns 
out 
brick. 
Greater 
knowledge 
is 
needed to sow grain than to move 
switches in a freight yard. 
Much 
more information, experience, 
and 
skill are needed to raise tobacco plants, 
to cultivate them, and properly to cure 
the leaves, than to make them into 
cigars. 
Laying drain tile is a more 
difficult art than laying brick. 
Prop­ 
erly to remove a fleece from a sheep 
demands as great dexterity as to shave 
the beard from a face. 
The success­ 
ful farm er is necessarily a skilled la­ 
borer. 
He is master, not of oue trad* 
but of many, and a long time is re­ 
quired to learn each of them. 
He is 
also a m erchant and to be prosperous 
he must be a judge of the quality of 
many things, and know how to buy 
and sell them to the best advantage. 


Cruel B us Ib m *. 
The 
practice 
of thrashing the 
patient ox to increase his speed, or 
whacking him across the nose when he 
is desired to stop, is certainly not the 
characteristics of a good teamster, 
any more th an the habit of yanking, 
twitching, and whipping the horse is 
the indication of a good driver. 
If a 
man addicted to this method of driving 
will harness himself to a rig, with his 
eyes blinded, a harsh bit in his mouth, 
and a person with the reins and a raw­ 
hide behind him, who, when he wishes 
him to start, gives him a cut with tho 
rawhide, 
when 
he 
would 
have 
the speed increased gives him severas 
additional cuts, and when he wants 
him to stop yanks 
the 
reins with 
force enough to break his jaw, he will 
appreciate this style of driving, and 
knowing how it is himself will doubt­ 
less correct his method. 
There is nothing more unreasonable 
or wasteful than this style of manag­ 
ing horses. 
Good sense requires that 
a horse be started, urged forward, and 
stopped by the voice, and that resort 
should never be had to the whip un­ 
less absolutely necessary. 
A horse 
then knows what is required of him, 
and the annoying and dangerous habit 
of suddenly jumping is avoided. 
A 
great majority of the spavins, 
spains 
and ringbones, not to speak of the 
heaves and 
numerous other horse 
ailments, are caused by this rough and 
thoughtless driving. 


Agricultural Price*. 
United States Senator Teller in a 
recent debate contended that agricul­ 
tural depression is not confined to the 
United States. 
It prevails in all the 
countries of the world except France. 
A recent parliamentary inquiry has 
shown that the. British farmers have 
within the last twelve years sunk more 
than half their capital. 
The trouble 
is neither free trade nor protection. 
Since the United States resumed specie 
payment in 1879, there has been a con­ 
tinuous drop in the prices of farm pro­ 
duce. 
The wheat crop of this year, 
with only a difference of 8,OOO,O0O bush­ 
els in quantity, 
was $18,000,000 in 
value less than the wheat crop of 1880. 
The corn crop of this year was 500,- 
000,000 bushels more than of 
1882, 
but it brought the farmers less. 
Evi­ 
dently the American depression, great 
as it is, 
is far less than European 
depression, whatever the cause of the 
depression may be.

capon i9 a bird th at has to mature— 
reach his full growth—before he is in 
proper condition to send to market. 
Before the days of incubators and 
warm hatching and brooding houses, 
poultry raisers in the Northern States 
were unable to get their chicks out 
sufficiently early. 
At the present day 
there is no trouble In hatching early 
birds in March and April that will be 
ready to caponize in June and July; 
and, with a long season of warm 
weather ahead of them, they have 
plenty of time to attain full size before 
cold weather. 
After that they can 
have the meat and fat put on them by 
a month or two of feeding, 
in warm 
and 
comfortable 
quarters. 
When 
ready for market their extra weight 
and price will bring the breeder a sum 
two or three times as much as they 
would as cockerels, and the cost of 
raising them is no more. 
There are other advantages: capons 
do not fight or crow; they do not 
bother or interfere with the hens and 
pullets; they are very quiet; are not 
inclined to run all over the place, thus 
losing flesh. 
On the other hand, they 
stand around, and everything they oat 
goes to form flesh. 
They are seldom 
sick or ailing. 
They mako the best of 
nurses for young chicks, as their size 
permits them to hover and care for a 
brood of thirty chickens, thus leaving 
the hens to lay or sit again. 
If poul­ 
try raisers in Northern and Western 
States will adopt caponizing, they will 
soon realize that there is nothing in 
poultry that pays better than capons. 


Raining Gees* and Ducks. 
This is a simple matter, where there 
are proper conveniences, and m arkets 
for their 6ale. 
It is hard to raise 
geese in confinement, on account of 
their roaming propensities, but ducks 
can be raised with profit. 
W ater if 
not absolutely necessary to their wel­ 
fare, as so many suppose, but is desira­ 
ble. 
When mixed with other poultry, 
they are sometimes troublesome, on 
account of their pugnacity. 
A single 
stroke of their strong beak is enough 
to kill a full-grown chick. 


H urrying th * Hens. 
Now is the time to make the most ol 
one's hens. 
Urge thorn to lay, to sit. 
to brood. 
Keep a mental list of yoni 
procrastinating neighbors, and if they 
do not improve their advantages, hire 
or buy their •‘broody” hens, and roar 
chickens worth twice as much as those 
hatched one month later. 
Do not lose 
one oportunity.

to set hens, that time is half gone.

Every farmer knows the advantage 
of having sharp tools to work with. 
Clean, sharp tools enable him to ac­ 
complish more, with less labor, and do 
it better than if his tools are rusty. 
This applies not only to hoes, shovels, 
and other small tools, 
but to plows 
and every other implement that re­ 
quires a smooth, bright, working sur­ 
face. 
Rust on any tool makes hard 
work; and, when worn off, it leaves 
the tool rough, besides wearing it out 
and destroying i t 
To prevent rust 
and preserve the tools, 
paint every 
bright surface with a mixture of equal 
parts of white lead and unsalted hog's 
lard, well mixed. 
Apply with a brush 
the same as p ain t having first thor­ 
oughly removed all dirt and d u st 


H orseshoe* and R oadw ays. 
The horseshoe of the present should 
be improved. 
There needs to be 
something which will save the hoof 
from an under wear breakage, while 
at the same time perm itting of elas­ 
tic ity of movement when the weight 
of the body is alternately borne upon 
and taken from it. 
The World suggests that an im­ 
proved roadway is needed in this cli­ 
mate; something that will wear as well 
as stone, be as easy to pull on at 
asphalt and give the horses' feet a 
good grip, so that they will not slip 
in rainy weather.

The horse-blanket saves feed and 
flesh—less substance is used to make 
animal flesh. 
Keeping matches in any other recep­ 
tacle than an iron or tin box is tem pt­ 
ing providence. 
The farm-horse, having only light 
labor, and not much of that, during 
winter, 
should have less grain and 
more roughness ihan during the sum­ 
mer. 
The man that puts iron bits in his 
horses’ mouths in very cold weather, 
without first warming the bits, has 
altogether too much of the savage in 
his composition.

P ro fit In Capons. 
Recently the business of making 
capons has become 
quite 
common 
throughout the country. 
W ith 
the 
many simple and effective instruments 
that are now on the market, the work 
of caponizing is very easily and safely 
performed by poultry raisers. 
In a 
few years at most, we shall do as they 
now do in France: .caponize all cock: 


Poultry Paragraph*. 
Don't be “chicken-hearted,” in weed 
Ing out the culls. 
Don't crowd 
tho fowls. 
Success 
depends in a great measure, upon this. 
Hens do not eat their eggs unless 
they learn the habit from having bro­ 
ken egg9 in the ne3t. 
Never use stale 
or frozen eggs as ne9t-eggs. 
In buying poultry for breeding pur 
poses, go to some reliable breeder, 
who has his reputation at stake. 
I; 
may cost a little more for the birds,, 
but the buyer can depend on what he 
gets. 
Culls are expensive at any 
price. 
To make a good warm breakfast for 
forty fowls: 
Boil a heaping half-peck 
of potatoes; mash them; add one quart 
each of shorts and bran, a teaspoonful 
each of salt and peper, and finish by 
adding hot water enough to mix into 
a stiff dough. 
Dry lime is too caustic to be given 
alone. 
Keep a vessel of lime water 
convenient and mix a small quantity 
with soft food and also with their 
drinking water. 
Lime water is cor­ 
rective of bowel diseases, and it i9 also 
a remedy for soft shelled eggs. 


A gentlemen said to mo, “J have set 
a fine Brahma hen on some fine eggs, 
They were all developed ready to hatch

To hang up meat and cabbage and 
other greens for the birds to work at 
earnestly takes their time, gives them 
exercise and is very beneficial in every 
way. 
The chicks produced by work­ 
ing parents are always more vigorous 
and able to reproduce and withstand 
disease. 
Fowls need far more care during 
damp, rainy weather than during the 
clear, cold wehther of winter, 
or the 
dry, warm weather of summer. Damp 
ness engenders numerous disorders, 
many of which are difficult to cure. 
Therefore it is far better to use pre 
ventlve measures than to administer 
medicines when too late. 
An im portant point is to keep the 
breed you like best, and that fills the 
requirements; don’t fail to keep them 
from Inbreeding, as it is one of the 
gravest mistakes the new beginners in 
the poultry industry can make. 
Few 
eggs, weak and sickly hens are the 
usual results from inbreeding. 
Raise 
your hens, but import your roosters 
from other flocks. 
A duck that lays 200 eggs in a year 
is a good one.
